For more than forty-years, extreme left 
organizations have been working like bees, 
increasing in number and activity, infil- 
trating our Colleges, Churches, Unions and 
Government, Being highly financed and well 
trained, they have deceived and maneuvered 
prominent people into close association with 
them, so as to give the appearance of res- 
pectability.. This respectability discourages 
outsiders from investigating or opposing 
them and adds prestige to the movement. 

When “Common Sense” began publishing

Students in college 15 or 20 years ago, 
being brainwashed by communist professors 
have been carefully placed in key spots in 
our government agencies, as heads of 
Universities and Colleges, and the dumb 
public is supposed to look up to these egg- 
heads as the brains and policy-shapers of 
our country. 

Although they have no use for our con- 
stitution and are hell bent to waste our 
taxpayers money all over the world, bringing 
us to bankruptcy, we are told we must not 
criticize them for that would divide and 
confuse our people.

In 
addition to the 300 completely jewish organ- 
izations there are the communist fronts and 
dozens of other organizations such as the 
Emergency Civil Liberties Committee, Am- 
ericans for Democratic Action, set up by 
Jews in most cases and using non-jews as 
fronts. These organizations are all inter- 
locked and directed by a central group. The 
Anti-Defamation League may be called the 
hub of these interlocked pressure groups. 
They bend backwards to give the appearance 
of real Americans bursting with love and 
brotherhood. They are artists in cultivating 
friendship with Protestant and Catholic 
Clergy, take the Reverends to ball games; 
if the church needs painting the jew sug- 
gests he will take care of it. Equal efforts 
are used on prominent Christian Laymen, 
Senators, Congressmen, State and City of- 
ficials, while they use them, or at least keep 
them quiet, while they carry on the same 
kind of plot which caused them to be run 
out of all principal countries.

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HOW THE REDS MADE MONEY

Someone sent me recently the transcript 
of a lecture delivered by Major George 
Racey Jordan in Timmins, Ontario, and in 
some places it makes hilarious reading if 
you can forget the ghoulish tragedy lurking 
between the lines. 

Major Jordan was lend-lease expediter for 
the Russians during the war. It was he who 
first broke the story of the “makin’s” of the 
A-bomb being shipped over to Russia by 
authority of the initials “H. HL” scrawled 
on White House stationery. And on Fulton 
J. Lewis, Jr.’s radio show he first told the 
story of our plates for engraving American 
currency “loaned” to the Russians. Someone 
later called the major a liar. He promptly 
sued for Iibel and won. 

One day, according to Major Jordan, 
Gen. Lucius Clay, commander in Berlin, 
woke up to the fact that he had redeemed 
$354-million in occupation currency more 
than he had given out. He found that on a 
salary of a little more than $100 a month, 
one GI had managed to send a total of 
$65,000 to his dear little mother back home 
in Indiana. It seems that, along with the 
rest of the boys, this kid would pick up a 
watch at the PX for something like $17.50 
and then sell it to the Russians for as 
much as $3,000 with a net profit of $2,982.50 
per item. Not bad. 

As Major Jordan tells it, Gen. Clay called 
a meeting of the Occupying Powers and 
asked the Russian Marshal if he was using 
the same kind of money. 

“Da,” he said, “we use same money.” 

“Then,” said Gen. Clay, “we ought te 
get together and keep track of the account- 
ability. How much do you give your Russian 
soldiers?” 


“my muzhiks are very simpleminded fellews. 
You can’t give them much money at once, 
so I give them each a 2-inch pile ef money, 
every day. You see, I give the whole Rus- 
sian army a 2-year bonus.” 

Gen. Clay exploded: “A 2-year bonus with 
our money? How much did each soldier 

” 

And the Russian said: “Here’s how it 
works. When they go in for lunch, you know, 
there’s a tray and they each take a 2-ineh 
stack of money. They can’t read, so some 
lucky muzhiks get 500-mark notes and some 
unlucky muzhiks they only get %-mark 
notes but they all very happy because they 
go downtown te spend it and buy things to 
send home. We all friends, you know; we 
all work together.” 

“Yes”, said Gen. Clay, “but our taxpayers 
have to make that money goed. Can you 
tell me roughly how much you are printing? 

And the marshal said, “No, we don’t 
keep books. We push switch and money 
comes out press.” 

They had actually been given 23 plates 
positive and 23 plates negative with the 
neeessary paper and ink and all the para- 
phernalia needed to print all denomin- 
ations of the Army occupation money in 
Berlin. This little goof-off cost the Amer- 
ican taxpayer an estimated $2,000-million. 

‘This relief program’ 

Major Jordan says that he lived and 
ate with these people for 28 months and 
he never knew quite what to expect from 
their devious avarice. One day, for instance, 
one of them came to him and said, “You 
have this Reliefs Program here. Put us all 
on reliefs right away, please.” 

“Just a moment,” Major Jordan answered, 
“our Relief Program is through another

put you on relief. You have money, you have

“Leningrad,” he said. “Put Leningrad on 
reliefs. right away, please.” . ~* 

Major Jordan’s first. thought-was that 
the Russians were naive with their_.child- 
like approach to our relief program,.but he 
was to find out who was really naive. It 
turned out that the Russians knew more 
than he about the situation in the United 
States, because they immediately arranged 
through their embassy to have the whole 
city of Leningrad put on relief. 

‘A few days later the Russian returned 
smiling and said,“Now we have this reliefs 
business — you know, with ships. . .” 

“May I see the papers?” Major Jordan 
asked incredulously. He says he didn’t be- 
lieve that Washington could legally put 
Leningrad on relief. But there it was in 
black and white: “Relief and Charity.” It 
came to about $88-million, and it was at this 
point that Major Jordan decided to keep a 
diary. 

(Upon hearing of this in 1950, Gen. 
George C. Marshall issued an order that no 
officer should henceforth keep a diary.) 

No golden bullets 

Shortly after the war started, the traitor 
Harry Dexter White, high in the confidence 
of President Roosevelt, ordered our Ameri- 
can gold mines closed down and stripped of 
their equipment as unessential. “Bullets are 
not made of gold,” he said loftily. But he 
took that $66-million worth of gold-mining 
machinery and assembled it in Seattle for 
shipment to Vladivostok. Our 252 American 
gold mines have not properly recovered to 
this day. 

Major Jordan goes on and on in des- 
cribing the follies of lend lease. He tells 
of badly needed American ships standing 
in disrepair because the Communists had a 
higher priority on the copper wire needed 
to restore them to service; of beautiful 
brand new ships complete with sparkling 
kitchens of Monel Metal, shipped to Russia 
where they were immediately cut into scrap 
and dumped into the blast furnace for re- 
duction into iron. 

Our Sunday Visitor protested these things 
vigorously at the time, and so did The 
Wanderer and the Brooklyn Tablet, but no 
one listened. Now we have proof that we 
were right and the Establishment was wrong. 
But there is little joy in having been right 
when the proof involves serious danger to 
our beloved country.

In Russia—“The menace to national tra- 
ditions and to the whole Christian ethic of 
property was immediate ...

In the towns the free elected Parliament was 
repudiated and a Dictatorship of the Pro- 
letariat was declared.

COMMUNISTS-SAME AS 1917

It is unbelievable that the political stra- 
tegy and tactics of the Russian Commu- 
nists have not changed during the forty 
years of their active existence, and that they 
are still as effective with democratic ele- 
ments now as they were in 1917. 

Mikoyan’s tactics during: his visit to this 
country, in his TV interview, in his report 
in Moscow, follow the same pattern.as Lenin 
used so successfully in 1917. , 





Occasionally, Mikoyan was using the same 
words, sentences and argumentauon as we 
Father of Kussian Communists empioyed in 
his speeches and writings. 

May I remind your readers of some facts 
from the past about which many of them 
might know little, if at all. The Communists 
Gid not overthrow the monarchy in Kussia 
as their followers in this country oiten 
claim. 

In February 1917, after the fall of the 
Romanotts, a democratic government was 
elected which soon was headed by Alexander 
Kerensky, the Labor Party deputy in the 
Russian Parliament (Duma). 

In 1917, the Communist Party in Russia 
was a small minority, hardly more than 5 
per cent of the population. Yet Lenin de- 
cided to seize the power. 


Believing with good reason that a de- 
mocracy is easily fooled, he started an 
energetic campaign in the press and at 
numerous meetings, mostly in St. Petersburg, 
then the capital of Russia. 

He proclaimed, as Mikoyan proclaims now, 
that the Communist Party is peace-loving 
and that it fights for everlasting peace, 
while the Democratic government consists 
of war-monger “capitalists.” 

He emphasized that the Communists 
would like to cooperate with the democratic 
elements and if such a cooperation was 
absent, it was the fault of democracy. He 
initiated a series of conferences between the 
leaders of the Communists and democratic 
parties, at the same time, feverishly organ- 
izing armed bands and preparing the coup 
d’etat. 

As late as October 20th, a few days before 
they seized the power, the leaders of the 
Communist Party indignantly denied the 
rumors of their military preparations. 

On October 25th, the government of 
Kerensky was overthrown by the Commu- 
nist armed bands. The government was 
utterly unprepared for this assault, in view 
of the “peace conferences” going on with 
the Communists. 


In November 1917, the elections to the 
All-Russian Constituent Assembly took place. 
In spite of the fact that the Communists 
were in power, they received only a mi- 
nority in the Assembly. 

On January 5th, 1918, the All-Russian 
Constituent Assembly, of which I was a 
member, was dispersed by the armed Com- 
munist forces, while hundreds of thousands 
of Russians demonstrated in the streets of 
St. Petersburg against their “undemocratic” 
behavior. 

This lesson in history, which was repeated 
on many other occasions in many other 
countries during the last 40 years, seems 
to be forgotten by some democratic-minded 
Americans, who are apparently as easily 
fooled now by Communist tactics as was 
the case in 1917.

“NOBLE EXPERIMENT”?  '

The Methodist Board of Temperance was 
the power behind prohibition and the editor 
of their publication and educational releases 
was Deets Pickett. 


Yesteryear we were a united nation. The 
Negroes boasted, with good reason, that 
they had made more progress in less time 
than any other belated racial group in the 
world. In the South, hundreds of millions of 
dollars had been spent on Negro education. 
There was close and sympathetic contact 
at the leadership level between Negroes and 
Whites. Interracial violence was at the van- 
ishing point. Those who were guilty of 
criminal aggression against the well-meaning 
Negro were from his own lower class, not 
from the white group. 

Fifty years of intelligent, constructive 
work by men of good will has been casually 
tossed out of the window by one colossal 
blunder. The damage is incalculable, appal- 
ling; it will become much greater unless 
checked now. Forcing Negroes into white 
schools will not gain acceptance; it will 
further aggravate the situation. 

Integration will inevitably collapse. Will 
some moiety of good will be saved from the 
wreckage? 

Consider national prohibition. The parallel 
is by no means perfect but is nevertheless 
enlightening. Prohibition was better planned, 
better effected, better received. It registered 
an economic and social success, according 
to the testimony of many hundreds of 
businessmen, social workers, educators, 
economists. But, in the end, it was over- 
whelmed with complete political failure. 

In pre-prohibition planning, every possible 
provision was made against arousing sec- 
tional or group intransigence. An Indiana 
judge (Artman) ruled that the liquor traffic 
was “a legalized outlaw” and a long line of 
Supreme Court decisions went almost as 
far. But the dry strategists said. “No; 
not that way. Let the people act, and before 
we go ahead, at least two-thirds of the 
States should be dry by their own action. 
Furthermore, let us wait until we have a 
two-thirds dry majority in Congress, a heavy 
majority in both political parties in both 
houses of the Congress and we should await 
word that every section of the country is 
ready. Lastly, prohibition must come by 
constitutional amendment, not by statute.” 

The amendment was submitted by 281 to 
128 in the House, 65 to 20 in the. Senate. 
The Democratic vote in the House was 144 
to 64 in favor; the Republicans voted 137 to 
62. Twenty-four State delegations in the 
House were solidly in favor; 12 other State 
delegations had a majority favorable. Only 
four State delegations divided adversely. 

The amendment was ratified in 13 months; 
eventually 46 of 48 States approved it. 

In subsequent years, the drys won elec- 
tions with monotonous regularity. In 1926, 
thirty-five Senate seats were up. The drys 
won 29. In such States as Ohio, Illinois, 
Massachusetts, the wet candidates fell like 
nine-pins. After that election, there were 
only five wet Governors left in the United 
States! A picture of political success if there 
ever was one, emphasized by the election 
of Hoover two years later. 

Yet just 36 months later, repeal loomed 
as a certainty. Why? 

Many reasons, perhaps, but two stand out. 
Many people felt that they were being co- 
erced in a matter which should have been 
reserved to their own decision. They would 
not be placated; they defied the law, they 
co-operated with the illegal traffic; above 
all, they complained at the top of their 
voices, unceasingly. 

The time came when those who wanted 
the law and wanted it enforced said: ‘All

Responsibility for public education should 
be remanded to the States with more than 
deliberate speed. Probably a majority of 
those “learned in the law” believe that is 
where it constitutionally belongs. 

Return responsibility for education to the 
States.

book “Ihe Un-Americans’ and as counsel of 
the United Electrical Workers Union. 

“David did not bother to inform his view- 
ers that the union had been (in 1950) booted
